To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Romsey  and  Stockbridge  Rural  District 

Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural 
District. 


Into  an  unsewered  area  of  the  Rural  District  in  the  early  summer 
there  was  introduced  from  continental  Europe  a  case  of  Typhoid  Fever.  There 
was  no  local  spread  of  this  disease.  The  planning  of  sewage  disposal  schemes 
for  Stockbridge  and  bellow  have  continued  during  the  year.  There  are  no 
immediate  plans  for  Chilworth,  Romsey  Extra  and  Braishfield,  although  there  is 
a  definite  need  for  further  sewage  schemes  in  these  areas.  Although  a  supply 
of  piped  water  is  available  now  in  all  parishes  we  have  not  yet  persuaded  all 
the  public  houses  in  the  district  to  install  their  own  sewage  disposal  units. 

The  possible  danger  of  a  spread  of  infection  from  primitive  sanitation  is 
especially  great  in  public  houses  in  a  holiday  area  near  to  a  great  passenger 
port. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  a  special  Health  Education  Section  and 
County  staff  helped  with  one  or  two  formal  lectures.  Further  Health  Educa¬ 
tion  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  staff  in  many 
places;  at  ail  times  11  routine  inspection  work”  involves  informing  and  explaining 
rather  than  prosecuting.  Health  education  is  not  popularly  received;  nowadays 
many  people  do  not  expect  to  make  any  effort  to  keep  themselves  fit.  It  must 
be  acknowledged  that  during  the  past  generation  human  responsibility  and  account 
ability  has  been  seriously  undermined  by  medicine. 

The  County  Council1 s  rehabilitation  centre  in  Rownhams  was  staffed  by 
the  Welfare  Department  during  the  year.  The  newly  erected  prefabricated  bunga 
lows  were  ready  by  the  end  of  the  year 5  and  families  were  moving  from  their 
caravans  and  tents  to  the  new  dwellings.

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Comments  on  Vital  Statistics 


The  rates  calculated  from  births  and  deaths  in  the  relatively 
small  population  of  the  Rural  District  can  vary  considerably  from  year 
to  year  but  one  or  two  figures  this  year  justify  remark. 


17  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  11  deaths  from  bronchitis 
underline  the  national  increase  of  the  lung  illnesses  which  are  causing  a 
great  deal  of  ill-health ,  loss  of  working  time  and  unhappiness «  There 
were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis;  prevention  of  tuberculosis  is  more 
readily  accepted  than  is  the  self-discipline  of  no  cigarette  smoking,  a 
measure  which  could  make  a  dramatic  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  lung 
cancer,  bronchitis  and  heart  disease. 

The  number  of  suicides  is  increased  and  probably  reflects  the 
fact  that  the  stresses  and  unhappinesses  of  the  present  day  affluent  society

affecting  country  areas  as  well  as  built  up  conurbations. 


As  usual  the  illegitimate  births  are  lower  than  the  national 
average  because  many  unmarried  women  who  are  pregnant  move  to  large  towns 
where  there  are  centres  to  help  unmarried  mothers.  The  County  Children (s 
Department  supervises  the  large  number  of  foster  children  being  cared  for 
in  the  Rural  District,,

1.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  of 

Health  to  the  Borough  of  Romsey  and  a  Senior  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  and  School  Medical  Officer  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council.  This 
combined  appointment  helps  to  co-ordinate  the  medical  services  supplied  by 
the  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  accordance  with  Part  III 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 ,  with  the  services  supplied  by  the 
District  Council. 

Your  Council  also  has  nine  representatives  on  the  County  Council 
District  Health  Sub-Committee  -  the  District  comprising  the  area  of  Romsey 
and  Stockbridge  Rural  District  and  Romsey  Borough.  The  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  also  attends  quarterly  Meetings  of  the  District  Health  Sub¬ 
committee.

They  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  County 
Council  Health  Visitors,  the  General  Practitioners  of  their 
areas,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  No  nursing  arrange¬ 
ments  or  contribution  is  made  by  the  District  Council  but  nine 
members  represent  the  Council  on  the  District  Health  Sub¬ 
committee  of  the  County  Council.

During  the  year  the  number  of  sewer  connections  in  the  Parish 
of  Nursling  and  Rownhams  increased  to  five  hundred  and  seventy  (570) 
and  in  the  Parish  of  North  Baddesley  to  nine  hundred  and  thirty  five 

(935) 

The  scheme  for  sewering  the  Beechwood  Crescent  area  of  the 
Parish  of  Anpfield  has  been  completed  during  the  year. 

The  proposed  sewerage  scheme  at  Stockbridge  is  progressing, 
the  Consulting  Engineers  are  now  preparing  details  and  land  for  the 
sewage  disposal  works  has  been  acquired e 

The  Consulting  Engineers  are  proceeding  with  the  scheme 
to  sewer  Wellow  including  a  disposal  works  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  serve  Lankford,  Nomansland,  and  Hamptworth  in  the  County  of 
Wiltshire. 


Consideration  has  been  given  to  sewering  Crampmoor  Village  by 
connecting  to  the  Romsey  Borough  Council1 s  sewers  and  the  Council1 s 
Surveyor  is  preparing  a  scheme  for  Braishfield  and  Michelnersh. 

The  need  for  a  public  sewer  in  parts  of  the  Parish  of 
Chilworth  remains,  though  in  most  cases,  the  reasonably  large  building 
plots  in  that  area  does  permit  of  larger  land-drain  outlets  to  septic 
tanks  when  they  prove  troublesome,  but  several  nuisances  have  arisen 
uring  the  year  through  sewage  gaining  access  to  the  roadside  ditches.

I  am  surprised  that  sealed  cesspools  of  4,000  galls,  or  over 
capacity  were  considered  to  be  satisfactory  drainage  under  the  Building 
Regulations |  there  appears  to  be  no  advantage  in  a  4>000  gall,  cesspool 
over  a  cesspool  of  BOO  galls.  The  annual  cost  of  emptying  is  exactly 
the  same.  A  household  of  4  persons  would  use  at  least  100  galls,  of 
water  per  day  therefore  in  B  days  the  load  has  to  be  removed,  the  cost 
of  removing  one  load  of  BOO  galls,  is  approximately  3 5/-d.,  therefore 
wherever  there  is  a  sealed  cesspool  whatever  its  size  with  a  family  of 
four  the  cesspool  emptying  will  cost  approximately  30/ -d.  per  week. 

From  experience  I  find  that  no  householder  is  prepared  to  spend  this 
amount  on  cesspool  emptying  with  the  consequence  that  wherever  a  sealed 
cesspool  is  installed  a  nuisance  arises  through  the  cesspool  overflowing. 

During  the  year  a  case  of  Typhoid  fever  was  diagnosed  in  the  area, 
the  drainage  at  the  patient fs  house  included  a  cesspool  or  septic  tank  with 
an  overflow  to  a  ditch.  Samples  of  the  effluent  were  submitted  for  exam¬ 
ination  and  typhoid  organisms  were  found  in  several  samples.  The  ditch  dis¬ 
charged  to  a  small  stream  in  which  children  paddled  and  from  which  water  was 
pumped  without  treatment  to  a  private  swimming  bath.  This  situation  could 
have  had  very  serious  consequences,  but  preventative  measures  were  taken  and 
fortunately  the  organisms  were  prevented  from  gaining  access  to  the  stream. 
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There  are  still  some  Public  Houses  in  this  area 
closets®  It  is  but  a  short  distance  for  flies
